Decline Breaks All 
Records; NRA Fails 
to End Crisis 


By MILTON HOWARD 

NEW YORK.—with violent speed, 
the index of steel production yester- 
day crumpled to 26 per cent of capac- 
ity. 

Three months ago, steel was roaring 
at over 60 per cent of capacity, and 
Roosevelt was proclaiming the victory 
of his program as a solution for the 
crisis. 

Today, the steel mills, the most 
vital and basic section of the industry 
of American cavitalism, are letting 
their furnace fires die out as the ir- 
resistable march of the capitalist 
crisis strangles all production. 

Nothing cculd better reveal the ut- 
ter failure of the Roosevelt N.RA. 
as a solution for the crisis than the 
fact that steel production is declining 
with a speed that is breaking all rec- 
ords—l14 per cent in the last two 
weeks, and 50 per cent since the 
menth of July. 

But this is not all. ‘The fact is that 
the amount of unfilled orders on the 
=teel comvany books is now the lowest 
on rece-d. accerdin= to the latest re- 
port of the American Institute of 
Steel Construction. 

And this means that the prediction
